The  real  aristocrats  of  the  bulb  world  are  the  Lilies.  Plant  them  deep — 0  to 
9  inches,  except  Candidum  which  should  be  2  to  3  inches.  They  do  well  among 
evergreens  and  shrubs  or  in  the  perennial  border  where  the  bulbs  can  have  some 
low-growing  bushy  plants  to  protect  them.  Most  Lily  bulbs  do  not  arrive  in  our 
country  until  November  or  December.  Where  the  ground  is  liable  to  freeze  before 
Lilies  arrive,  it  should  be  mulched  with  leaves  or  manure.
